3. Shri'Shanti Kumar Rai, (Posthumous) 

Allahabad. 

(Effective date of the award : 20th June, 1984) 

On the night of 20th/21st June, 1984, at about 9.15 p.m., 
a gang of dacoits snatched a wrist watch and Rs. 350/- 
from one Shri Ram KhOawan Singh of village Jekar Kalan, 
Thana lijlgang, District Mirzapur and reached the village 
Dobar Bazar. Shri Shanti Kumar Rai, Manager of Rural 
Bank, who was sleeping outside his house near the Bank, 
got suspicious about the movements of the gangsters pass¬ 
ing by and challenged them. The gangsters turned on him 
and asked for the keys of the bank. He refused and 
caught hold of two of them. The gangsters fired at him 
and looted his house. On hearing the noise, the villagers 
collected there and one of them fired In the air with his gun. 
However, the dacoits managed to escap. Shri Rai and an¬ 
other person, who had sustained gunshot injuries, semnbed to 
the injuries. 
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Sbn Shanti Kumar Rai thus displayed exceptional courage 
atid devotion to duty. 

4. MAJOR Bharat Bhushan Basra (1C-2R172) 4 
Artillery! 

(Effective date of the award ; 2nd November 1984) 

On the'2nd November, 1984,, Major Bharat Bhushan 
Basra was travelling in 2 1 Airconditioncd Express enroutc 
Pokltaran rangi -i for the unit practice camp, alongwith 
Major J, P. Singh, Major A. S. G human, Embarkation 
Headquarters, Bombay, was travelling in the same compart¬ 
ment with his family. When the train arrived at the 
Subzi Mandi Railway Station, Delhi, it was immediately 
attacked by a violent mob indulging in riotous act of 
pulling out members of a particular community and killing 
them in Cold blood. 

One part of this riotous mob charged on the cofnparD 
inent in which Major Ghuman was travelling and demand¬ 
ed that he and "his family Ire handed over to them. Not¬ 
withstanding the risk of his own life. Major Bharat Bhushan 
Basra got the compartment door closed with the help of

Major A, S, Ghuman of Embarkation Head¬ 
quarters, Rombay was travelling in the same compartment 
with his family, When the train arrived at the Subzi 
Mandi Railway Station. Delhi, it was immediately attacked 
by a violent mob indulging in riotous act of nulling out 
members of a particular community and killing them in 
cold blood. 

One part of this riotous mob charged on the compart¬ 
ment in which Maior Glniman was travelling and demand¬ 
ed that he and him family be handed over to them.

Bhonal, 

Madhya Pradesh. 

(Effective date of the award : 2nd December 1984) 

Shrl Tilak Kumar Tiwari was a student of Government 
Motilal Vi evan Mnfnvidvulaya, Bhopal, in December, 
1984. On the midnight of 2nd/3rd December, 1984, 
one of the b’ggest industrial tragedies took nlace in the Union 
CVbide Eoctory at Bhopal. . Although fullv av* re of the 
highly toxic nature of the gas and the danger it could pose to 
life he, in the highest tradition of selfless social service, 
took active part in removing tlw Jidnlcss victims and dead 
bodies from the place where they lav exposed. Jn the 
process, he himself got exposed to the lethal gas and passed 
away. 

-Shri Tilak Kumar Tiwari showed tremendous courage 
and set up a shining example of dedication and selfless 
service to fellow human brings at the cost of his own life. 


7. G/63549H Superintendent BR Grade If Vixharobhar 

Singh. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 23rd January, 1985) 

Kashmir valley experienced its worst winter in over two 
decades during the year 1985/86 with temperature hover¬ 
ing tiTOund— 14?C' and winds blowing around 100 KMPH 
in the Banihal area. 

On the 23rd January, 1985, unprecedent snow storms 
lashed the Jawahar Tunnel area and triggered off major 
avalanches blocking both ends of the tunnel. The forma¬ 
tion of icicles had rendered considerably the visibility 
inside the tunnel. Traffic had come to a standstill and 
the Kashmir valley was cut off from rest of the country. 

Superintendent BR Grade IT of 1674 of Tunnel Mainte¬ 
nance unit Shri Vishambhar Singh was assigned the task of 
clearing the entrance' to the tunnel as also the icicles inside 
it. At about 10.00 A.M. after clearing the entrance at the 
South Portal of the Western Tube, he proceeded to clear 
the tunnel of its icicles, The workers, however, were hesi¬ 
tant to go inside the tunnel due to the risk of being 
buried under the fallnig ice blocks or taking ill on account 
of the toxic gas in the tunnel. To allav their fears, Shri 
Singh himself went inside the tunnel and started clearing 
the tube alongwith his men, He had made considerable 
headway in the clearance operation, But at one point 
w'hen he was clearing a massive icicle a huge block of 
ice fell on him and three Other labourers causing serious 
head injuries to Shri Singh and minor iniuries to the_ 
others. The partv was immediately evacuated but Shri 
Singh succumbed to bis injuries on way to the hospital, 

Shri Vishambhar Singh thus displayed exceptional 
courage, devotion to duty and sense of responsibility even 
at the cost of his life. 

8. 1550692 SPR (DEM) Jadhav Tukaram Vasantrao 
(Effective date of the award ; 23rd March, 1985) 

During the snow season in 1985. SPR/DFM Jadhav 
Tukaram Vasantrao .was deployed for snow clearance opera¬ 
tion on Srinajjjar-Leh road at KM 147 in Zozila sector. 
Working in tins sector involves the use of most sophisticated 
machines under hazardous weather conditions in tempera¬ 
tures ranging from —20"C to —4/C. 

On the 23rd March. 1985, during snow clearance between 
Machoi Glacier and Gumri Operator Vasantrao alongwith 
CaDt. Rastooi, who was sitting in co-driver's seat, got corn- 
nlctelv buried under a fast rolling avalanche. .Undaunted 
by the condition he was in, he extricated himself from the 
machine buried under the snow alongwith Oant. Rartogi. 
Though tired and exhausted Shri Vasanfurao .without wast¬ 
ing any time started retrieving the most valuable, and ex¬ 
pensive machine. He not onlv did this against all odds' 
but after leaving done so, he immediatrlv started the snow 
clearance in utter disregard of his personal safety. 

On the 29th March. 1985 in a similar operation at KM- 
119.200. SPR Vasantrao with his superb and adroit handl¬ 
ing and operation of the Schmidt rdnehine, cleared a 
18-metpe high and 210 metre long slide 'by continuously 
working for 22 hours. Again on the 9th Anril, 1985, 
during snow clearance at KM 103.1, be alongwith his 
team mates, were Hie ly' an avalanche The team and the 
machine were nartia'ly buried under the snow.

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Ministry of Defence, 9 Cross Road, Dohradun when two 
bandits, armed with pistol, entered the office and attempted 
to loot the cash at pistol point. Shri Partap Chand showed 
extraordinary courage and devotion to duty and flung himftlf 
on the pistol wielding bandit diverting the directions of the 
pistol.

Dafadar Tfisvlr Singh was serving in the Armoured Regi¬ 
ment since its raising on the 13th May, 1981, On the 11th 
June, 198J, hi 8 regiment was proceeding for field firing training 
at Bablna ranges by a special military train. When the troops 
Were taking lunch, enroute, at Shakurbasti Railway Station, 
smoke was noticed from the top tarpaulin cover of a three 
ton vehicle loaded on the train. On htaring the fire alarm, 
all the men rushed towards the spot and saw helplessly the 
driver of the vehicle Swar BK Dey apparently electrocuted 
from overhead hieh tension wires and lying on the top of 
the buring tarpaulin. 

Dafadar Tasvir Singh climbed on the burning tarpaulin 
and attempted to pull out Swar BK Dev’s body with total 
disregard to his personal safety. However, due to arching 
from the overhead high tension cable current, he was also 
electrocuted and flung down and was subsequently declared 
dead. 

While performing this daring action, in spontaneous re- 
acf'on to immediate danger to a comrade, knowing fully 
well the grave risks involved, Dafadar Tasvir Singh laid down 
his life in supreme sacrifice in the highest traditions of the 
Army. 

11. Wing Commander Kannimangalam Vaidyanathnn 

Seshadri 110030), 

Accounts. 

(Effective date of the award : 24th June, 1985) 

Bombay experienced incessant and very heavy rainfall on 
the nieht of the 24th/25th June. 1985. which continued uoto 
1200 hrs, the -next day. Between 0800 hrs. and 1200 hrs. 
Bomhav received an unprecedented 378 mm of rainfall. This 
resulted in disruption of rail and bus services and no light 
vehicles could plv in most of the areas. Wing Commander 
Kannimangalam Vaidyanathan Seshadri of Air Force Station 
Bomhav. was the only officer who managed to reach Air 
Force Station on that day. 

When at about 8.00 hours Wing Commander Seshadri 
noticed that the water level inside the Station Headquarters 
Area was rising rapidly, he sensed dancer and displaying great 
presence, of nr'nd. he first rushed with all available personnel 
to the MVS Power Station in order to cut off the power 
snooty to the cnntn area. At that time the power station was 
having waist-deep water and there was great danger of electro¬ 
cution Disregarding this danger and at a great risk to his 
life. Wine Commander Seshadri went into the Power House 
and personally put off electrical switches.' 

Having eliminat'd the crave daneer of electrocution and 
Urns due to short circuiting, the officer then set about the 
task of preventing damage to service equipment. He mar¬ 
shalled the, available personnel to put at height Secret and 
Confidential publications. Stationery, rations and MT scares 
etc. H' also arranged for food for the NCO’s Mess and for 
the families who were marooned in the Domestic area. 


During these seven hours of unprecedented rainfall, Wing 
Commander Kannimangalam Vaidyanathan Seshadri displayed 
unflinching courage and determination to prevent loss of life 
that could have resulted from the flood situation. His timely 
presence of mind sqVcd costly equipment, documents, rations, 
office furniture and stationery costing about 4 to 5 lakhs.

(Effective date of the award : 27th August, 1985) 

Naib Risaldar Mehar Chand was detailed as Commander of 
a Brazillian Light Armoured Vehicle taken to Polaran foi 
user trials. On the 27th August, 1985. while crossing a rail¬ 
way embankment, the vehicle driven by Captain A.S- Candade 
one of the trial team officers, stalled on the embankment 
with half the vehicle across the railway line and rear portion 
between the tracks. The vehicle could not be extricated des¬ 
pite best efforts. In the meantime, Naib Risaldar Mehar 
Chand noticed a trhin heading towards them. He cautioned 
all the crew members including the Brazillian team to jump 
off immediately and then went to assist Captain A. S. Candade 
in getting out from the- driver’s scat. Before he could irnnp 
off himself the railway engine rammed the rear of the vehicle.

((Effective date of the award : 2nd September, 1985) 

On the 2nd September, 1985, at 2100 hours, Lance Naik 
Panch Deo Tiwari was manning a Light Machine Gun bunker 
at a forward post, located 100 metres from the Line of 
Control, when enemy opened up suddenly with Heavy Machine 
Gun and Medium Machine Gun fire without any provocation. 
Under the intense cncrov machine gun fire, the cost rcnWned 
virtually under seige continuously for two days and two nichts. 
He silenced one of the Medium Machine Gun bunkers of the 
enemy in the front. 

The enemy fire commenced again with increasing intensity 
on the 4th September. 1985. Lance Naik Panch Deo Tiwari’s 
bunker being a special target, was being subjected to effective 
fire from three sides. At 0630 hours, while he was Still 
engaging the enemy with his Light Machine Gun, he was hit 
in the mouth and chest. At a result, he collapsed and died 
on the spot.

Captain Santhanam Kashinathan was commissioned on 12th 
March, 1983. After completion of Counter Insurgency 
Tungle Warfare School training, he had been operating in the 
insurgency area since Tune, 1983. The officer had shown a 
remarkable aptitude for conduct of counter insurgency opera¬ 
tion in 'Operation Hitazat' area. 

On the 18th December, 1985, Captain Santhanam Kashi¬ 
nathan, in search of an insurgent, in Awangkhul village, 
received a bullet on his leg. Inspite of being wounded, in his 
eagerness to catch the insurgent alive, hd rushed forward and 
in the ensuing scuffle received another bullet on his head and 
died. But till the end, he held on forcing the insurgent to 
leave his Rifle behind. 

Captain Santhanam Kashinathan thus displayed conspicuous 
courage find laid down his life in supreme sacrifice in the call 
of duty. 

18. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT Nasecm Akhtar (14279), 
Flying (pilot). 

(Effective date of the award : 27th January, 1986) 

On the 27th January, 1986, Flight Lt. Nascem. Akhtar 
was detailed for an instructional sortie with a foreign trainee 
at a flying training base. Shortly after take off, while 
leaving circuit at 1300 feet above ground level, he experi¬ 
enced severe engine vibrations. He took the correct action 
of throttling back the engine but in this process the engine 
flamed out. He then tried a hot re-light, while easing up, 
which proved to be of no avail. He promptly asked his pupil 
to eject keeping in view the low height. The pupil was 
hesitant and did not respond to instructions. At this stage 
Fit. Lt, Naseem Akhtar would have been fully justified in 
ejecting himself, since any further delay would have jeopar¬ 
dised his own safety, in view of the low height. Completely 
disregarding the immediate danger to his own life he decided 
not to abandon biB pupil into the hands of fate. He quickly 
went over the relight drill and the engine, relight seconds before 
impact with the ground. Opening full power he commenced 
a climb back towards base. However, shortly thereafter, the 
engine flamed out again. Fit. Lt. Akhtar himself jettisoned 
the canopy and asked his pupil to eject. Not being sure of 
the pupil’s reaction he simultaneously attempted relight. This 
time, however, the pupil ejected, but. even as he did so, tbo 
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engine one© again picked up, though at a very low height. He 
coolly assessed the situation and inspite of the high noise 
level in the cockpit dae to a jettisoned capopy and the 
unreliable engine, he landed the aircraft Immediately and 
safely. 

Flight Lieutenant Nascent Akhtar, at great peril to his own 
life, faced a totally unforeseen situation coolly and lived upto 
the’loftiest ideals of human conduct. He not rally saved the 
valuable life of his pupil but also brought back the aircraft 
safely. 

19. 14371598 GUNNER Gudevada (Posthumous) 

Venkata K Channa Keswar, 

Artillery. 

(Effective date of the award : 10th February. 1986) 

On the 10th February, 1986, on his way back from a 
friend Gunner Ram. Mohan Rao’s house at Secunderabad, 
Gunner Gudevada Venkata K Channa Keswar heard scream 
for help of the friend’s wife. He immediately rushed inside 
the kitchen and found the lady in flames and struggling hard 
to save her child and herself. Gunner Rao’s daughter had 
accidentally knocked down a kerosene oil container in the 
kitchen resulting in a huge fire. He crossed through the flames 
and rescued the child. Though his own clothes had caught fire, 
in utter disregard for his own safety, he again pushed back 
into the kitchen to save the lady who had fallen unconscious 
due to suffocation and shock. While rescuing her, he got 
severe burns all over his body. He succumbed to his bum 
injuries saving the lady and the child. 

Gunner Gudevada Venkata K Channa Keswar thus dis¬ 
played exemplary courage and comradeship of the highest 
order in supreme sacrifice.

On the 23rd March, 1986, Lieutenant Kishan Singh Chun- 
duwat of Indian Naval Ship Hamla and Lieutenant Manjit 
Singh Chillnr of Indian Naval Ship Kunjali were carrying 
out canoeing exercises off Aksa Beach, Marve Mai ad. At 
about 1320 hours, Ihe officers heard frantic cries for help! 
and saw a group of picnickers were in grave danger of 
drowning. Lieutenant Chundawat nlongwith Lieutenant 
Manjit Singh Chilian, rushed to the site and saw that the picni¬ 
ckers were badly entangled in the fishing nets. 

With immense courage Lieutenant Chundawat began 
clearing the trapped persons from the fishing nets. Heedless 
to the danger of getting trapped into the nets, they Quickly 
evacuated the victims to the shore fighting the swell and the 
under currents and ebb tide. The victims, four girls and two 
boys, aged between 17 and 21 years, were in a critical con¬ 
dition, Lieutenant Chundawat immediately cleared the foul 
objects from the threat, opened their air ways and began 
mouth, to mouth resuscitation. 


20. G/131735A OEM MAM CHAND (Posthumous) 
SINGH, 

(Effective date of the award ; 12th February, 1986) 

On the 12th February, 1986, OEM Mam, Chand Singh of 
153 Formation Cutting platoon was working with his dozer 
on Hunli-Anini road m Dibang Valley district of Anmachal 
Pradesh. The place where OEM Mam Chand Singh was 
working, was about 200 metres above a fast flowing river. 
The steep slope consisted of loose soil mixed with rock and 
boulders. Cutting the hillside at that place had been posing 
problem due to frequent rains and sliding of the hillside. To 
achieve the target in the laid down time, OEM Singh was 
deployed to clear this stretch. 


It was extremely strenuous for the officer to have con¬ 
ducted mouth to mouth resuscitation for three persona at a 
lime. But all the three of them were revived. At this stage, 
a person from the crowd which had gathered, informed the 
officer that two more persons of their group were missing. 
Immediately Lieutenant Chundawat alongwith Lieutenant 
Chillnr rushed back to the site, though very tired by this 
time. The, ofHccrs_ cleared up the entire fishing nets along 
with the anchors 'and were successful in bringing the nets 
lo th© shore. However, unfortunately the missing persons 
were not found. At about 1415 hours two bodies were seen 
floating in the sea Which were recovered by the officers. These 
two persons were also given artificial respiration but their 
efforts were fruitless as they were already dead. 


On the 12th February, 1986, by 1400 hours, OEM Singh 
through his diligence and hard work, had made good pro¬ 
gress in clearing the stretch and there was hope that die 
spot would be cleared soon. While he was reversing his 
dozer, suddenly the road formation towards the valleyside 
save way under the track of the dozer, and the dozer started 
slipping down. Unmindful of bis own safety, OEM Mam 
Chand Singh stayed with the dozer and tried to steer it into 
a position where it could get a foothold on the formation, 
insputo of his best efforts the dozer slipped down by about 
75 metres. At this stage he could have jumped out by 
abandoning the dozer and saved his life but in a determined 
effort to save the dozer he continued to operate it. The 
dozer, however, overturned crushing his legs under it. The 
injuries were grave and he succumbed to them soon after he 
was evacuated.

On the 7th May, 1986, Lieutenant Fernandes Francis was 
detailed us Commander of a- lank for floatation training at 
Tara Dam, West Bengal, for conduct of an Infantry Division 
Exercise “Jay Vasant". In addition to the crew of four, 
the tank had on board one officer and ten other ranks deploy¬ 
ed for watermanship training. 

After the tank had been afloat for a few minutes and hod 
proceeded approximately 75 metres from the shore, it 
suddenly lilted at an angle and stopped, When the driver 
was unable to extricate die tank. Lieutenant Fernandes Fran¬ 
cis quickly got into the driver’s seat and managed to extricate 
the tank from its earlier position. However a few seconds 
later, it was noticed that the tank was sinking into the water 
from the rear. The. officer quickly came out of the driver’s 
cupola and ordered all personnel on board to come forward 
towards the front side of the tank to stabilise it but was 
unsuccessful. Seeing that there was little hope to prevent the 
tank from sinking, he ordered all personnel including the 
crew to take off their boots and jump into the water and 
himself got hack into the driver’s seat to make a last ditch 
effort. Unfortunately, the valiant officer’s effort was unsuc¬ 
cessful and in a mutter of seconds, the tank sank drowning 
him. 

Lieutenant Fernundes Francis thus displayed conspicuous 
■ courage, devotion to duty of a very high order and laid down 
his life ini an act of supreme sacrifice. 

25. CAPTAIN Virindcr Singh Garewal (IC-37389), 
Dogra. 

(Effective date of the award 9th May, 1986) 

On the 9th May, 1986, information was received that fivfe 
hostiles had taken refuge in Neginimora area in Nagaland 
with the intention of indulging in violent activities in) the 
area. Simultaneously, another reliable information confirmed 
the presence of a female hostile in the house of Mr. Tong- 
penth Konyak, in Neginimora. A patrol party under the 
command of Captain Virindcr Singh Garewal, accompanied 
by Subedar Major Harak Singh gisht, was tasked to appre¬ 
hend the hostile. The patrol party cordoned of the house 
and apprehended SS L/Cpl. (Mrs.) NGG Ipen Kenyak wife 
of SS Lt, Angneyi Konyak. While the patrol party was 
returning with the apprehended hostile, tne officer observed 
a suspicious light in a house enroute and decided to carry 
out the search of the house. During the- scorch, one uniden¬ 
tified individual jumped out through the window of the room 
and tried to escape under the cover of darkness. Instantly 
Captain Garewal pursued the fleeing hostile, who whipped 
out his pistol. Before he could fire, the officer showing tre¬ 
mendous courage knocked it out and pounced on the insur¬ 
gent to take him alive. By then the patrol party had reached 
the scene. The apprehended hostile was later identified as 
SS Sgt. Maj. IMTT A. O. Another hostile was physically 
overpowered after a scuffle by Sub Major Harak Singh Bishi 
Search of the house led to the apprehension of four hostiles, 
ammunition and weapons. 

Captain Virinder Singh Garewal thus displayed gallantry, 
inspiring leadership and utmost dedication to duty in the 
highest tradition of the Army, 

26. SECOND LIEUTENANT Rajiv Puri (TC-42874), 

6/8 Gorkha Rifles, 

(Effective date of the award 10th Mery 1986) 

In the month of March, 1986, enemy taking advantage of 
poor visibility and bad weather, had managed to occupy a 
feature at an altitude of 19000 feet in the Slachen Glacier 


area. This position overlooked our posts in the area o£ 
Bita Foundla. 

On the night of 10th May, 1986, Second Lieutenant Rajiv 
Puri w'as entrusted with the most difficult task of evicting 
the enemy from this post. Knowing fully well the dangers 
involved, he volunteered to carry out this formidable task. 
Moving under the nose of the enemy with cool courage, this 
officer crawled, under the enemy’s firing over an ice wall 
using one one rope for himself and his team. Under his 
dynamic leadership the troops soon found themselves on the 
summit behind the enemy post. The enemy who neVer ex¬ 
pected an attack from such a perilous ascent was totally 
taken by surprise. 

In a daring assault on the enemy's nest, his team of eleven 
brave men attacked, lobbying handgrenades and firing on, 
the move on that precarious perch and captured the position. 
Tho enemy fled leaving behind their equipment and weapons, 
which included two Medium Machine Guns, a Sub Machine 
gun, an automatic rifle, a rocket launcher and stacks of 
ammunition. 

The enemy retaliated with all its fury directing accurate 
heavy machine gun fire and pounded Dalai Top with over 
200 artillery bursts. However, he alougwith his men braved 
it and held the post like a rock. 

Second Lieutenant Rajiv Puri thus displayed cool nerves 
and conspicuous courage, complete dedication and an inspir¬ 
ing leadership, under extremely adverse and trying conditions. 

27. 4449703 lance Havildar Makhan, Singh, 

The Sikh Light fnlantry. 

(Effective dale of the award 10th Mwy 1986) 

In the Siachen Glacier area the enemy has repeatedly 
attempted to gain possession of Bila Fondla, or dominate it. 
Taking advantage of poor visibility due to bad weather, the 
enemy had managed to occupy a feature at an altitude of 
19000 feet which rendered defences of Blla Foundla practi¬ 
cally untenable. 

On the night of 10th May, 1986, Lance Havildar Makhan 
Singh, who had been serving in the area, was deployed in 
the special Task force tasked to evict the enemy from this 
position. Inspite of being fatigued by the regular night 
maintenance activity, he volunteered to lead the assault team. 
It involved moving under the nose of the enemy. With no 
knowledge of mountaineering, he managed to crawl over an 
ice wall to get behind Ihc enemy post. Taking them by 
surprise, he alongwith his team Wtacbed the enemy Medium 
Machine Gun, and captured the post after a bitter exchange 
of fire. The enemy abandoned the post and fled leaving 
behind their personal equipment and weapons Including two 
Medium Machine Guns, a sub-machine gun, an automatic 
rifle, a rocket launcher and stacks of ammunition. 

In retaliation the enemy opened up with all itst fury, 
directing accurate heavy machine gun fire and pounding Dalai 
Top with over 200 artillery shells during the day. Undaunted 
by the intense en,cmy attack, he alongwith his men held the 
post stead fastly like a rock, 

Lance Havildar Makhan Singh thus displayed exemplary 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order, 

28. Shri Naresh Kumar Gupta, (posthumous) 

Banda, 

Uttar Pradesh. 

(Effective date of the award 12th May, 1986) 

On the 12th May, 1986, at 8.00 p.m., some anti-social 
elements were teasing and planning to kidnap a 16 to 17 year 
old girl, who was on her way home, near the house of 
Shri Nnresh Kumar Gupta. On, hearing the desperate cries 
of the girl. Shri Gupta came out of his house and asked them 
not to tease her, This led to a scuffle in which Shri Gupta 
faced the hooligans bravely inspito of his having been un¬ 
armed. The hooligans attacked Shri Gupta with knives. He 
was badly wounded, He was rushed to the hospital where 
he succumbed to his injuries. 

Shri Naresh Kumar Gupta thus showed a rare example of 
clihhdry and self-sacrifice in saving the honour of a young 
girl. 
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29. Shri Shridhar Ganpat Kabe,

.(Effective date of the award 43 th June, 1986) 

On the 13th June, 1980, at about, 1.00 p.m,, three intruders, 
armed with pistols, entered the Ganeshkhind Branch of Union 
Bank of India with an intention to rob it. Shri Shridhar 
Ganppt Kabe. a Cashier in the Bank, was in the cash cabjn. 
One of the robbcis pointed a pistol at him and asked for the 
keys of the cash safe. The armed robber also demanded to 
know' the location of the cash safe. Shri Kabe displayed 
tremendous presence of mind and courage by misguiding the 
robber to the rear gate of the bank and then pushing him 
out and simultaneously raising an alarm. Ho was fired upon 
by the robber and was injured in the arm. The robbers then 
tried to flee without taking any cash, Despite hisi injury, 
Shri Kabe attempted to chase the robber, but could not 
pursue him for long due to loss of (blood, His leadership 
and courage inspired the other members of staff who mustered 
up courage. to resist and apprehend the robbers despite their 
being unarmed. 

Shri Shridhar Ganpat Kabe thus exhibited exemplary 
courage aud presence of mind in thwarting an attempted 
bank robbery.

(Effective date of the award 13th June , 1986) 

On the 13th lunc, 1986, at about 1.00 p.m., three intru¬ 
ders, armed with pistols, entered the Ganeshkhind branch of 
Onion Bank of India with an intention to rob the bank. 
Shri Pandurang Tukaram Hhargude, a peon in the bank, had 
just returned from the Post Office when he heard the commo¬ 
tion in the bank. He had the choice to flee, but he decided 
to nish in, to assist his collepues through the front door. 
He received a futal burst of the robbers bullets, who were 
shooting recklessly. He was rushed to the hospital, where 
he succumbed to his injuries. 

Shri Pandurang Tukaram Bhargude thus exhibited conspi¬ 
cuous courage, self-sacrifice and a tremendous sens© of 
devotion to duty in utter disregard of his own safety in 
thwarting an armed robbery in the bank. 

31. Shri Prakash Tatyaba Shindc, 

Pune, 

Maharashtra. 

(Effective date of the award 13 th June. 1986) 

On the 13th lunc, 1986, at about 1.00 p.m., three- intruders, 
armed with pistols, entered the Ganeshkhind Branch of the 
Union Bank of India with an intention to rob it, Shri Pra- 
kash Tatyaba Shindc, a clerk in the bank, heard Shri Shridhar 
Ganpat Kabe, the Cashier, shouting in distress and saw the 
robbers shooting at Shri Kabe and fleeing on a scooter, 
Shri Shindc, um out immediately and although totally un¬ 
armed, he tried to block the getaway scooter of th© robbers 
by ramming it with his Moped. He was, however, fired 
upon, and he fell down with his moped after receiving 
bullet injury in his arm, 

Shri Prakash Tatyaba Shhide showed tremendous courage- 
and sense of duty in facing armed robbers . and thwarting 
their attempt in robbing the bank. 

32. Shri Nirmal Singh, 

District Jalandhar, 

Punjab. 

(Effective date of the award 19th June, 1986) 

On the 19th June, 1986, three dacoits, armed with pistols, 
tried to loot the Aora branch of Canara Bank. As soon as 
the alarm of the Bank went on, the shopkeepers put down 
their shutters and many people gathered on the roof tops 
with bricks and stones to face the dacoits. People barricaded 
the road by which the dacoits hpd come. One of the mem¬ 
bers of the public, Shri Nirmal Singh, an ex-serviceman, 
organised the blockade. He went to his house to collect his 
gun to resist the dacoits. When Shri! Nirmal Singh came 
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back with his gun, the dacoits were running away in the 
opposite direction and were being chased by the public. 
Shri Nirmal Singh also joined the chase and fired at the 
dacoits with his gun. The dacoits returned the fire. The 
exchange of fire took place till the dacoits reached a truck 
parked on ihc road 2-3 furlongs away from the bank. They 
managed to run away in the duck. Shri Nirmal Singh was 
injured in the exchange of Arc. 

Shri Nirmal Singh thus displayed gallantry at grave risk 
to his own life, 

33, G/66564H DES Bali Ram, (posthumous) 

(Eflective date of the award 14th July 1986) 

Dl-S Bnli Rain of 452 Road Maintenance Platoon, General 
Reserve Engineer Force, was employed at Nosik for the 
construction of a hill road. He was assigned the task of 
operating and maintaining a compressor between KM 5 and 
6 on the road alignment which passes through vertical cliffs. 

During rains in August, 1986, drilling was the critical acti¬ 
vity which had to be kept on to achieve the given targets. 
Because of the hazardous conditions, the compressor opera¬ 
tors were hesitant to move with their compressors in this 
dangerous area. But DES Bali Ram volunteered to go for¬ 
ward with the first compressor. He kept on working on the 
leading compressor for over one month and encouraged others 
to work. 

On the 14th, July, 1986, when the drilling was going on at 
KM 5.7 on this particular dangerous part of the area, a loose 
rock disturbed by the vibrations of the compressor fell and 
hit DES Bali Ram on the head resulting in his instantaneous 
death. DES Bali Ram in the performance of his task 
showed extreme sense of devotion to duty and set ait 
example of the highest order for other co-workers. 

DES Bali Rapt thus displayed gallantry of the highest 
order under adverse conditions and laid down his life.

f 1-3/84-LI dated 15-11-85 the following sub-rule 
shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“(23) All regular employees of Regional Rural 
Banks”. 

(ii) The existing sub-rule (23) and sub-rule (24) shall 
be renumbered as sub-rule (24) and rule (25) res¬ 
pectively. 

(iii) Add the word "and (23)” after the word sub-rule 
(22) in sub-rule (24) so renumbered. 

(vi) The note below existing sub-rule (22) shall be 
deleted. 

(v) To the new sub-rule (23) so inserted, the following 
note shall be added. 

“Note In case of persons mentioned in sub¬ 
rules (14), (15), (16), (17), (18), (19), (20), 
(21), (22) and (23), the premium shall be paid 
in cash at the Post Office selected by them”,
